Predecessor. 





The Mayor's office has begun an in- 
vestigation of the office of Andrew J. 
O'Reilly, president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, following criticisms 
by members of the Municipal Assembly 
that. the expenditures of that depart- 
ment under its present head greatly ex- 
ceed the expenditures under O'’Reilly’s 
predecessor, Hiram Phillips. 

Failure of the President of the Board 
to satisfactorily push plans for import- 
ant public work is said also to have 
prompted the Mayor to begin the in- 
vestigation. 

Wells, when asked about the 
report that he has begun the Iinvestiga- 
tion, replied Thursday: 

“I cannot say anything about that.’’ 

O’Reilly Haas No Word. 

President O’Reilly said: 

“I have received no copy of any 
charges filed against me. I have re- 
ceived no notice that any charges are 
‘to be preferred against me. I have 
never even had a hint that such pro- 
ceedings have been thought of. Until 
such time as I acquire some information 
on the subject I can’t discuss it at all.’’ 

The City Hall records show that in 
the three years o? his incumbency, Mr. 
O’Reilly’s department has cost the cits 
more than the entire four-year term of 
Mr. Philips. Philips’ four years occa 
sioned a total expenditure of $220,840.78 
O’Relliyv's three years have cost the 
tax-payers $231,903.84. 

Here is a comparison of the first three 
years of Philips’ regime with the three 
years of the O'Reilly administration: .

The allegation of neglect is predi- 
cated on Mr. O’Reilly’s failure to make 
progress on the free bridge, new insane 
asylum, municipal bathhouse and other 
public works over which he has sole 
supervision. 

It is known that Mayor Wells was 
angered at the delay in preparing the 
plans for the new asylum, bonds for 
which were sold two months ago. The 
ordinance authorizing the letting of the 
contract was sent to the Municipal As- 
sembly only last Tuesday. 

Increased His Force. 

The degree of haste that Mayor Wells 
thinks ought to have characterized the 
preliminary work on the bridge has not 
been accomplished, despite the fact that 
President O'Reilly has augmented his 
force of employes and incurred a big 
burden of salaries. 

Several instances in which men are 
employed at wages of $4 and $ a day 
to investigate titles to' property in East 
St. Louis, and to collate “laws on the 
subject of bridges across the Missis- 
sippi River’ @&re cited by friends of 
Mayor Wells as reasons for his having 
initiated the fight on O’Rellly. 

The only laws governing bridges are 
Federal statutes, copies of all of which 
are said to be in President O’Reilly’s 
office. Silas Benedict, formerly Super- 
intendent of Police and Fire Alarm, is 
collecting the laws in question at $150 
a month. 

Henry A. Behrens, on the payroll as 
an engineer, is examining titles to the 
property which may be needed as the 
eastern approach of the free bridge. 

“Obtaining information relating’ to 
public work” is the designation given 
an account which Mayor Wells will 
ask to have scrutinized. The total 
charges under that head last year were 
$14,504.01. In 1906-7 this quest for infor- 
mation cost $4991.32. No such account 
existed until two years ago—the second 
of President O’Reilly’s administration. 

Cost of Five Trips. 

“Obtaining public information relat- 
ing to public work’’ was made to bear 
the cost of five trips which the Board 
of Public Improvements made to Graf- 
ton last year, at an outlay of $163.46. 

The Board's three junkets to other 
citles were charged in the same way, 
at $671.70. 

Salaries, fees and expenditures ag- 
gregated $13,286.25 of the $14,504.01. In- 
cluded in the fees is one item of $300 
paid to H. W. Powers for plans he 
drew for the bath house to be situated 
at Seventh and Soulard streets, and an- 
other for the same amount for a sec- 
ond set. 

H. W. Powers was dismissed from 
the office of Building Commissioner 
Smith in 1905 at the instance of May-

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 13.— 
That Harry Thaw, both during his im- 
prisonment at the Tombs in New York 
and at Mattewan Asylum, was perfect- 
ly_pane,.was attested to. here.today by 
two physicians who have had him 
under observation. , 

They testified at the hearing which 
Thaw began in his fight to get out of 
Mattewan Asylum by having himself 
declared sane. District Attorney Je- 
rome in person resisted the young mil- 
licnaire’s efforts.. Before court was 
convened Jerome and Assistant District 
Attorneys Garvan and Johnson of New 
York were in conference with District 
Atiorney Mack of Dutchess County. 

Thaw took a seat between his attor- 
reys, A. Russell Peabody and James CG. 
Graham. Behind him were his detec- 
tives, Roger O’Mara and William Moore. 
All the seats in the courtroom were 
filled, there being about twenty women 
among the 400 spectators. 

Mcves to Free Thaw, 

Mr. Graham made a formal] motion for 
the discharge of Thaw on the ground 
that no testimony as to his sanity or 
to show that ft would endanger public 
safety to have him at large was taken 
at the time of his commitment; that his 
commitment did not comply with the 
stniutory requirements and that Thaw 
had no opportunity to be heard nor to 
offer evidence as to his sanity. 

After some discussion it was ar- 
ranged to proceed with the trial of 
both the constitutional and insanity 
questions, the judge reserving his de- 
cision on the former. 

Mr. Graham offered in evidence the 
court order under which Thaw was 
examined by a commission during his 
first irial and adjudged sane. Jerome 
objected but was overruled. 

Tombs Physician Is Witness. 

Dr. Frank McGuire physician at 
the Tombs Prison, was called as a 
witness for Thaw. Mr. Jerome said if 
Dr. McGuire was being qualified as 
an expert, the State would admit that 
he is an exper. 

Mr. Graham said that the witness 
was*not regarded an expert. 

Dr. McGuire said he saw Thaw 
nearly every day while he was in the 
Tombs and that he seemed “perfectly 
receptive and perfectly responsible. In 
my opinion he was rational,” said Dr.

The only time, Dr. McGuire said, thai 
lhe ever saw any emotional excitability 
in Thaw’s conduct was in the fall of 
196, when Thaw compiained of a draft 
in his cell which made him fear pneu- 
1aonia. 

‘‘He told me that it wouldn’t look well 
in a certain newspaper that he had 
caught cold in the Tombs, through neg- 
lect,” said Dr. McGuire. “I saw he was 
irritable and left him.”

Supreme Court: Referred to. 
“While I am free to gay that upon its 
face the scheme seems-to some of us 
who are accustomed to more conserva- 
tive methods of transacting business, 
rather visionary, yet, as stated by the 
Supreme Court in the case of Durland 
vs. United States, 161 U. S., 306, if the

Motion to Acquit Filed.

Lamphere Identifies Rings. 

The three rings taken from the 
fingers of the woman’s headless body 
found in the ruins of Mrs. Gunness’ 
home were partially identified today 
by Ray Lamphere, the prisoner, and 
Joe Maxson, the farmhand who was 


sleeping in the house when the fire 
occurred. Both said they looked like 


rings owned by Mrs. Gunness and that 
they were practically certain that 
they were hers. Maxson was more 
certain about one of them than about 
the other two. 

The attorneys for the defense are look- 
ing for David Havens, who, it is re- 
ported, aided in uncovering the bodies 
of the four persons found in the ashes, 
whom Lamphere is accused of murder- 
ing. They claim that Havens was de- 
clared an undesirable citizen by Sheriff 
Smutzer and* ordered. away from La- 
porte shortly after the fire. 

The attorneys also say Havens de- 
clared that when the bodies were found 
found in the cellar of the Gunness home 
on April 28, they were lying on the floor 
and that there was no debris under 
them.

TO THE POST-DISPATCH | 


UBLIC service corporations under the ‘decisions of the courts, are 
not allowed to discriminate in rates. ‘Under like conditions, they 
are compelled to serve all people at the same rates. 

.The Union Electric Light and Power Co., which controls the electric 
light and power business of St. Louis, is a public service corporation. 
Its rates for service vary from 1 2-3 cents a kilowatt hour, for favored 
consumers, to 25 cents. 


Lawyers say the Union Electrie Light and Power Co. can be forced to 
serve all consumers in the same class at the same rate. The Washington 
avenue merchant who is paying 8% cents a kilowatt hour is entitled to 
the same rate as the Olive street merchant who is paying 41% cents for 
the same service. The Market street merchant who is paying 12 cents a 
kilowatt hour is entitled to the lowest rate given to any other merchant. 

INCE acquiring a monopoly on the electric light and power business 

in St. Louis, the Union Electric has increased its rates to small 
consumers from 50 to 125 per cent. Reports of discriminations 
and advance in rates should be made to the Post-Dispatch, to be used 
by Cireuit Attorney Sager and Attorney-General Hadley in the ouster 
suit against the company for alleged violation of the anti-trust laws of 





Missouri. The suit is now pending in the St. Louis Circuit Court, and 
the indications are that it will be set down for an early trial.

Ziebold Says Bickerings of 
City Officials Has Blocked 
Legislation. 


The West End Business Men’s Asso- 
clation demanded a public service com- 
mission to Investigate the charges for 
electricity, gas and other public utili- 
ties in resolutions unanimously adopted 
Wednesday requesting the Municipa! 
Assembly to pass the ordinance neces- 
sary for the creation of such a commis- 
sion before adjournment for the sum- 
mer vacation. 

Charles F. Ziebold, who introduced 
the resolution, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
perter than the West End Business 
Men’s Association would be glad to 
have the co-operation of other business, 
civic and ward organizations in the 
movement. 

The organization, Mr. Ziebulil sald, is 
heartily in favor of the appointment 
of a thoroughly efficient commission to 
deal with the public utilitles question. 
Ne said that the legislation nevessary 
to create the commission seemei to have 
been blocked by a three-cornered fight 
for advantage among the House of 
Dciegates, the Council and the Mayor. 

Says Peopie Want Action. 

“The people who are paying light bills 
‘are nothing about the petty bickerings 
if city officials,” said Mr. Ziebold. 
‘\VWhat they want is action that wil! 
oring relief from conditions imposed 
upon St. Louis by the public utilities 
trust. I drew a public service commis- 
sion bill and had it introduced in the 
\tunicipal embly last July, but near- 
y &@ year has passed and nothing has 
con done.

ought to demand action 
if all of the business organizations wili 
.ct they @an start a movement similar 

» tha resulted in paving the 

ey for the free bridge. 

“T have conferred with the representa- 
ives of some other business organiza- 
fons and I find that they are very much 
n favor of the public service commis- 
fo 

“There was not a dissenting vot- 
1zainst the resolution, and the members 
vho spoke on it were strongly in favor 
ff the Municipal Assembly’s acting be 
ore the summer adjournment.” 

Tells of Complaints, 

The resolution states that bills fo 
natural gas and electric current fran- 
‘higses are pending in the Municipal As- 
sembly, and that many complaints of 
illeged, excessive charges and unfai: 
ind unequal conditions are being made 
'yv consumers, and that the rates anc 
‘onditions under which gas and elec 
trie current are supplied to the publi: 
should be fair and reasonable to the 
ity, the consuming public and the sup 
oiying companies. 

The resolution then declares for the 
creation of a commission to investigate 
‘hharges at the earliest possible moment, 
and the Municipal Assembly is askec 
to not adjourn until the regulating leg- 
‘siation has been enacted. 

It is requested that the duty anc 
cathority of such commission be sruf- 
jiciently broad and comprehensive tc 
sermit and compel a gencru!l revis- 
on and regulation of all public utilit; 
fiunchises that have heretofore heer 
‘rranted, or hereafter may be granted 
‘uring the life of such a commission. 
The granting of other frarchises to cn- 
.ourage competition is favored. 

The North St. Louis Business Men's 
\ssociation and other similar organiza- 
ions are expected to soon adopt simila: 
esolutions.

“That is. solely a matter for legis- 
lative determination. I have said and 
I repeat now that the Governor has 
nothing to do with the question of au- 
thorizing the submission of a prohi- 
bition resolution. He neither approves 
it or vetoes it. 

“As Governor I would do nothing to 


aid such a resolution going to the vot- 
ers, nor on the other hand would I 
take any stand against, should it be of- 
ered.”’ 


Thinks His Chances Ane Good, 


Mr. Cowherd considers his chances for 
nomination excellent. ‘‘My cardidacy is 
very strong in the big Democratic 
counties,’’ said he, ‘“‘whereas my op- 
ponents unfortunately make their best 
showing in counties that are not, as a 
rule, formidably Democratic. 

“T have made a pretty thorough can- 
vass of the State and I am satisfied 
I shall not lose.’’

It may easily be that the conference of Gov- 
ernors and others at‘ ‘the White House this week 
inthe interest of cohserving the natural resources 
jot the -countfy will prove to be the most impor- 
tant constructive work with which President 
Roosevelt’s name will be associated. 

Not much in a practical way is Hkely to come 
from this preliminary meeting,: for the. time is 
short and the subjects to be - éorisidered are. 
humerous and important. Nevertheless; +f the! 
discussion results in nothing more than to awak- 
en interest, to promote study and to encourage 
co-operation on the part of the various states it- 
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| will have served a noble purpose. 


In one important respéct the President has 
proceeded in this enterprise in a way that is 
contrary to some of the prineiples of centraliza- 
tion so frequently avowed by him. A confer- 

cé of the Governors of all the states would 
hardly have been thought of by a man who pur- 
posed carrying on-the work solely or largely by 
Federal authority. 

The importance of the sudidets to be consid- 
Jered can hardly be overestimated. We haye a 
great heritage here, but we have wasted it shame- 
fully, partly through greed and recklessness and 
partly: through a_ too-literal acceptance of the 
‘boastful claim that our regources aré unlimited. 
Properly husbanded, our natural resources may 
never be exhausted, but, given-over to pr ofligacy, 
the extinction of many of, them may be easily 
computed in terms of years.. 

This meeting will be historléal and it will lead 
to others. It is the first conference of Governors 
wiih the President since Civil War: times. - In 
those days the Governors of the loyal states made 
frequent journeys to Washington to confer with 
Mr. Lincoln on measures for thé preservation of 
the Union. On this occasion Governors three 
times as numerous meet the President to con- 
sider matters as necessary to the nation’s physi- 
cal well being as the earlier questions were to its 
political life. 

While the Middle West has not been conyinced 
that the subject of river improvement properly 
belongs in this discussion, it being a matter of 
which the general government has exclusive 
jurisdiction, there will be no disposition here to 
criticise or to belittle the movement thus happily 
inaugurated. Properly sustained it is likely to 
perpetuate and irradiate the memory of Theodore 
Roosevelt long after his more spectacular per- 
formances shall have been forgotten. 
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“EDUCATING” FEAR OF CONSUMPTION. 

The reading of a short treatise on tuberculosis 
occupied a few moments before many church con- 
gregations, labor unions, lodges and societies on 
Sunday, and it was shown that in the time taken 
by the reading 11 human beings would be dying 
of the disease. 

The figures of death by consumption are fairly 
sensational. In the United States alone the dis- 
ease killed about 199,000 people last year—many 
times more than the railroads, whose death lists 
This means that 410 
consumptives die every day in this country, 
and 17 every hour of the day and night. 

In St. Louis last year there was something of 
an outcry against the number of deaths by atcei- 
dents: of various kinds in the streets; in the year 
ending September there were 205 deaths of. this 
character. Yet it caused no alarm that ovér 
a thousand died of consumption in the same 
period.. St. Louis witnesses cared deaths by 
consumption every day. 

The cyclone of 1896 killed 300 St. Louisans, and 
the memory of it Is alive and terrible. -Consump- 
tion since that day has swept away the lives of 
12,000 St. Louisans and the fact is scarcely re- 
marked by the average individual. 

Nothing less than “scaring them into it” will 
array communities in vigorous and effective war- 
fare against the Great White Plague, which is 
more deadly than the violent and malignant pes- 
tilences, than war, than famine, than fire, than 
earthquakes, floods and accidents of travel. But 
when the people of the cities learn to stand in 
as much awe of it as of the lesser menaces to 
life we may look for radical relief. 
Contemplation of the figures should rapidly 
“educate” a sensational fear. 
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STONE HIDING BEHIND BRYAN. 

The dishonesty of Senator Stone’s gumshoe 
politicians in the various Democratic county con- 
ventions which have misrepresented the attitude 
of the Post-Dispatch toward Mr. Bryan is well 
illustrated. in the case of Callaway. In that county 
a convention presided over by an attorney for Ed 
Butler and dominated by a cliqne of Stone’s step- 
easies condemned the Post-Dispatch, but refused 
to pass resolutions denouncing a Kansas City 
newspaper also opposed to Mr. Bryan’s nomina- 
tion, because that newspaper is a cordial sup- 
porter of Senator Stone. 

This proves what has been said in. this place 
before, that Stone is using Bryan as a shield 
and hopes by means of ‘that gentleman’s popu- 
larity to keep his own badly smirched record out 
of public view. The trick may work ‘or a: little 
while, but. not for long. Mr. Bryan is Gov. Folk’s 
friend and the fact will appear presently. 

When he does speak there will be a lot of little 
gumshoers who will make the horrifying discov- 
ery that William J. Stone and William J. Bryan 
are not one and the same person.

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RIBBON FILET. 





OR the sake of those girls who have 
tried unsuccessfully to adorn their 
hair with ribbon fillets woven in 

and out in the prevailing fashion, the 
suggestion of using a wide ribbon bod- 
kin is offered. The bodkin works like 
magic, and is simplicity itself in man- 
agement. A plain bodkin, such as comes 
in the silver sets for lingerie, is the kind 
to use. The broadest will accommodate 
a ribbon more than an inch in width. 
If a wider ribbon is liked for the coif- 
fure then the end can be plaited under 
before'it is drawn through the bodkin 
opening. There are no corners or rough 
edges to catch in the hair and disar- 
range the @oiffure. 


The hair should be dressed before the 
ribbon is run in. After it is arranged 
satisfactorily the bodkin is run in and 
out around the head as though the hair 
were beading. The spaces of ribbon that 
show may be as long or as short as one 
likes. The hair is dressed in a full and 
fluffy style around the head, so that it 
is necessary only to run the ribbon 
through the outerlayer. The ribbdon 
should not be drawn tight if the hair 
is to look uniform. The idea is to have 
the fillet appear to hold the hair in 
place, though it is really nothing more 
than an ornament. The ends of the 
ribbon band may be tied in front, at the 
back or at either side, whichever place 
is more becoming and goes best with the 
girlish coiffure. 


When using the broad, flat bodkin the‘ 
ribbon should be pulled through the nar- 
row slit in the end and then turned back 
and caught with two or three stitches, 
which can be snipped when the fillet is 
made. This saves running the ribbon 
through doubled and does not make such 
ja clumsy piece to handle.

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Coast Fans Believe Boer Will Keep 
Gans Busy in the Fight 
Tonight.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—Joe Gans 
will go into the ring at the Coliseum 
tonight, in all probability, a 10-to-3 fa- 
vorite over Rudolph Unholz, the fight- 
ing Boer. 

Last night the price dropped from 2 


to 1 to 10 to 3%, and the Gans support- 
ers were still taking the coin that was 
offered by the followers of the short- 
ender. 

Gans did no work yesterday, but was 
down to 133 pounds in the afternoon, 
so that the ringside weighing-in should 
be a mere formality for the two box- 
ers. , 

The men, who are to fight for the 
lightweight championship of the world, 
are to weigh in stripped at 133 ringside. 

While Gans is favorite in the betting, 
it ig expected Unholz will give him 
plenty to do if he wins the big end of 
the purse. The Boer has been losing no 
time during his training, and is re- 
ported in splendid condition. 

What is greatly tn the Boer’s favor is 
his peculfar build. He is a hard man to 
hit. Being so short and stocky, he is 
able to evade many jabs and uppercuts 
that a scientific boxer would not be able 
to block or dodge. He is built on the 
same lines as Joe Walcott, who was a 
terror to all classes of fighters, from 
welters up to heavyweights.
